Conger, of the Coinage Committee, is Hold-

THE QUESTION MAY Bt DECIDED T0-DAY

The House Journal, as corrected by the
votes of the Democrats and free coinage
Republicans, was approved vesterday, This
was anofher blow at Eeed, but the Speaker
was able to avert a vote on the bill itselll
The outoome of the strucgle isstill in doubt.

[PROM A ETAFF COREESPONDENT.)

WAasHINGTON, Juone 20.—Again for
nearly the whole of an afternoon the House
of Representatives wrangled over the prob-
Jem of the position of the silver bill. The
Demoerats clnimed that the action of the
House in erasing from the journal all record
of the reference of the bill to the Committee
on Colgage left the bill where it was pre-
wvious to the reference, and that was on the
Speaker's table.

Toe Republicans claimed that the action
of the House merely erased & fact from the
Jourual, and that that act did not affect the
position of the bill. Every motion beariog
on the sabject was carried against the po-
sition of the Republicans, but when it came
to the point of a test wote as to whether the
bill should be taken up, which would have
finully disclosed the Spenker’s opinion as to
the position of tne bill, the Spesker ruled
that the bill could not properly be taken
up, as this was a day set apart tor the con-
sideration of private bills, and after dispos-
ing of the guestion of the reading of the
journal there was nothing else in order ex-
cepl the consideration of private bills,

ACOORDING TO THE RULES.

In this, as in his other rulings, the
Spesker was clearly in socordance with the
rules, though it is the opinion of many that
if the bill bad been in socordance with the
Speaker's views he might have strained a
point in the other direction. It is probabls
that the question of the location of the bill
will be settled to-morrow, and that some
nction will be taken to show the exact
temper ol the House in regard to the
messure,

The contest in the House was renewed
to-day after the Chaplain’s prayer. The
Journal of vesterday’s procecdings was not
read, and the Speaker annouoced the pend-
ing question to be ordering the previous
question on the motion mage by Mr. Mills,
of Texas, to apprave the journal of Wednes-
day as amended by the resolution of yester-
doy. The previous question was ordered—
veus, 126; naws, 122, Mr. McEKinley, of
Ohia, before the announcement o' the vole,
cLanged his vote to the affirmative (amid
suzgestions of “*Glibustering™ and jeers from
the Democratic side), and then moved a re-
consideration.

OXE DEMOCRATIC BOLTER.

Mr. Tracy, of New York, voted with the
Republicans. Republicans voting with the
Democrats in the afficmotive were Messre,
Bartine, Carter, Debuven, Hermann, Kel-
ley, Morrow sod Townsend, of Colorado.
Mr. McKinley also voted in the affirmative
for the purpose stated. Mr. Mills moved to
table the motion to reconsider. The motion
to reconsider was tabled—yeas, 131; nays,
126. The question then recurred on approv-
ing the journal of Wednesday's proceed-
ings, as amended, and Mr. McKinley de-
munded the yeas und nays,

Before the vote on this motion had been
annouooced, it was whispered about that it
had resuited in a tie, which really defeated
the motion. Mr. Dargin, of Soath Carolina,
snd Mr. Tracy, of New York, (Demoecrats),
voted “‘wo* with the Repubiicans. Mr.
Dargan at once became the center ol sttrae-
tion. Democratic leaders gathered about
him snd implored him to change his vote,
and their efforts were suceessiol, Dargan
was recogoized belore the result was an-
nounced, and stated that he desired to
change his vote from *“‘no” to *“aye.” Then
the Speaker announced thst the yeas were
132, the nays 130, and the journal ss
amended was approved.

DLAND TO THE FRONT.

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, then offered his
resolution to take up the silver bill, Mr.
MeKinley, of Onio, made the point of order
that the motion was not privileged, and that
the onlr way to resch the Speaker's mable
was to tollow the arder of morning business,

Mr. Conger, of lowa, added, as a rurther
point amid scarcastic Democratie laughter,
that the bill was wot oo the Speaker's table,
but in the hands of the Coinage Committee,
Mr. Bland argoed in vnposition to the point
of order, avd held that the nll was on the
Bpeaker's table and therefore within reach,

Mr. Springer, of lllinocis, said that the
effect of the specinl arder under whith the
bill was originully considered was to take
the bill nut of the committen of the whole.
The only question was whether the Senate
lisd added new matter—an amendment that
was subject to consideration in the com-
mitiee of the whole. The origival House
bill had an indefinite appropriation elause
—the bill as it came from the Senate bhad an
identien] clause, except that the order of the
worde was slightly changed.

FOR DIFFERENT PURPOSES

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, ssked if the appro-
priations were not lor different purposes—
one for iree coipage and the other lor some-
thing else. Mr, Springer did not think so,
The Eenale approprintion elsnse would not
invelve the expenditure of 2 per eent of the
sum sppropristed Ly the House bill, but
the purpose was identical.

Mr. Conger, of Towa, said that the bill
had been delivered to his elerk before 11
o'clock yesterday morning and had been re-
ceipted for. During the afternoon, upon
the request of the Journal Clerk, it had
been put in his possession for a short time,
in order to make someclerical indorsements,
bat “e (Mr. Conger) had sgain taken it
back to the Committee Clerk.

Mr. MoCreary, of Kentucky, maintained
that under a higher Jaw than the rules of
the House—under the Constitution itself—
the bill had never been prnperl{ni:u charge
of the Committes on Coinage. e Consli-
tution required the House to keep a journal.
Until that journal was approved it was not
proper to send the bill anywhere. The
entry made in the journal was not voidable,
but void. He held that the bill was on the
Speaker's table and should be placed before
the Honse for action.

Jomus, of Maryland, demanded the regular
order. The Speaker said that the regular
order wan s private bill, which he Ipamed to
the reading clerk. Mr. Springer. of Illinois,
wished to know when the Chair might be
expected to decide where the bill was,

he Speaker— Whenever the bill would
be in order, providing that the views or the
other side were correct (about which the
Chair presents no opinion, because he does
not think it is the proper time.)

As Mr. Bland and Mr. Springer finally
insisted on a specific ruling, the Bpeaker
finally ruled that Mr. Bland's resolution (to
proceed to the consideration of the silyer
bill) was not in order under the rules,

r. Bland appesled from the decision,
Mr. McKinley moved to lay the sppeal on
the table. The yeas and nays were ordered,
pending which Mr. Crisp moved that the
House adjourn. This motion was defeated,
but the hour of 5 o’clock arrived and the
House, under the rule, took & recess, the
evening seksion to be for pension business,
Nothing was accomplished st this session
either, and the entire day passea without
any legislative work, except the adoption of
wfj conference report upon the anti-trust
bill.

TWIN CITIES AT WAR

Over Alleged Frauds in Comnection
With the Minneapolis Census.

SEVEN ARRESTED ENUMERATORS

@lven a Preliminary Hearing and the Case
Postponed Till August.,

OTHER LOCALITIES ARE PROTESTING

And Compiaints of Imperfect Work by Porter's Men
Are Pouring In.

There i war between Si. Paunl and Min-
peapolis, Beven enumerators of the latter
city, arrested for frands in connection with
the census, were arraigned yesterday before
a United .Biates Commissioner, and the
hearing was continued until Angust 20,

BT. PAUL, June 20.—The trial of the
seven arrested Minneapolis ¢ensus enumer-
ators came up before United States Com-
missioner MeQafferty in this eity this morn-
ing. They were arrested by United States
Marshal Daggeit on warrants sworn out by
William Pitt Murray, of this city, alleging
frauds in econnection with their census
labars,

The warranis were served on Tuesday
night, while they were engaged in compar-
ing their own returos with those of the Bus-
iness Men's Union, by whom an effort was
being made to prevent the overlooking of
any residents of Minneapolis. It was al-
leged that false returns were being made,
snd 8 mass of documsents, seized at the same
time, have been held as evidence in the
case.

mhlﬂ I8 MAD.

Wednesday morning a search warrant was
issued in the Minneapolis Municipal Court,
and officers attempted to gain possession of
these papers ns necessary to the eomﬁ!egion
of the Minneapolis censuy, but the United
Btates Commissioner had given strict orders,
and no papers were given up. The citizens
of Minneapolis have been greatly aroused,
and so much feeling haa been engendered
that every little point in the history of the
case has been greatly magnified, and the con-
sequent indignation at what was consid
improper aod oul us interference in
Minneapolis nffairs by the city of Si. FPaul
has been greatly intensified.

However, the fncts are as above stated,
the stories of assaults npon resideats of the
two cities being not only much exaggerated,
but in some cases entirely untrue. Btill
there has been, and is t interest in and
much excitement over the case, as was evi-
dent sbout the Government building this
morning. )

A CHANGE OF VENUE ASKED.

The bearing was in the grand jury room,
which was far too smull. Messrs. Lawler
and Munn were acoepted s assistanis to
United States Attorney Hay, notwithstand-
ing the objection o! the defendants, and Mr.
Hay’s expression of readiness to go on with
the prosecution without them. Mr. Hay
being a resident of Minneapolis and Messrs,
Law!er and Munn being from St. Paul, Mr,
Murray, who swore oot the warrants, had
requested that these atiorneys be accepted
as assistants to Mr. Hay, and the latter con-
sented.

Affidavits were then filed by each of the
seven defendants expressing the beliefl that
United States Commissioner M v was

rejudieed, and they feared an impartial
Eenring was impossible. Judge McCafferty
denied any prejudice, and henrd argument
and suthorities pn the application of State
Iaws on a change of venue to the present
case. This continued until poon, when an
adjournment was taken unntil 2:30 o'clock,
witbout any decision baving been an-
nounced.

CONTINURD UNTIL AUGUST.

At the afternoon session Judge MeCafferty
announced his decision against the motion
for a change of venue, and at the request of
the United States Attorney, who desired to
communicate with the department at Wash-
ington before acting, it was continued until
August 20,

The result of to-day’s bearing in the case
of the Minneapolis census enumerators, ar-
rested on & charge of illegal methods and
pudding retorns, has been considered by
some &8 & victory for tha defense. 1In this
connection the Pioneer Press, whioh has
largely headed the prosecution, will to-
morrow aay in substance: ‘“This action is
but preliminary in character and it will be
followed by more eomprehensive measures
which will bring the whole fraud and con-
spiracy to light.”

THE PECULIAR SECT FOUND IN LOWER
CALIFORNIA,

A Number of Yegeiarinna Whe Recognize
No Human Law—All Refuse to Auswer
the Esumerntor’s Questions and Will
FProbably be Arrested.

8Ax FrAXNcisco, June 20.—Census enu-

merators in Southern California have run
across & queer seitlement near Ansheim.
They are purely vegetarians, refuse to ac-
knowledge any government, church or Jaw
other thau Jehovah, aand flatly declie to
give any inlormation to census men.
So it was found necessary to arrest the en-
tire party, which consisted of fifteen. They
still rejuse to give any account of them-
seives, clalming that they are not citizens
of the United SBtates, but of the worid, and
no power has authority over them save the
Supreme Ruler,and will probably receive the
full penalty of the Jaw. The sect bas many
queer ideas and was started abous 15 years
ago, when George P. Hinde, au Eoglish-
man by birth, located near Anaheim. He
gave it out that he was desirous of demon-
strating that man could live without ani-
mal food, and that he could exist alone on
puts and vegetnhles,

The result has been that he gathered
around the colony about 15 most of whom
are men, although women are admitted to
the tnith. All property is bheld in common.

It is vested in lund which belones
to the sect. They raise counsider-
able produce, for which there is always

s market, and in this way made a living in
the past. They have lived quietly with and
among themselves, and public attention has
never directed to them until now. At
resent Walter Lockwood Thales ap as
eader over these peculiar people. Ig:.i,: an
Englishman like Hinde, His phrenological
development shows that his mental znd
moral fuculties are deficient, while his
animul facnities are largely de"nlnpﬁi.

_In explanation of his course’ Hinde said:
““We do not recognize the right of uny King,
Ewperor, priest or leader to rule
over  us Man  governs  himself
through the diciates | of his own
conscience.

The vil
Inge bas & population of some 700 inbabitanta
The disease wns first recognized May I8
and Its announcement was followed
by the wusual denials as to the true
character of the malady, Then Its choleric
character was admitted, and lastly came the
official announcement by the Minister of the
Intetior to the Spanish cortes that cholera did
certainly prevail in Valencia, but that it was
not Asiatic cholera.

The present outbreak may fairly be regarded
as local choleras or cholera nmostra rather tham
cholers newly imported from Asia. But the

CLOSED ITS DOORS.

THE CONTROLLER OF CURRENCY ORDERS
. THE PARK NATIONAL

Of Chlcage te Cense Operntloas—The Canses
Which Led to This Actlon Sald to be
Lack of Proper Securitliea—A Recelver

to be Appeinted.

CHICAGO, June 20.—The Park National
Bank, of this city, closed its doors this
morning, and & crowd of depoditors now sur-
round its place of business. Charles P.
Packard is its president. It has been or-
ganized only a few years. Its stock sold at
par yesterduy.

The failare was not unexpected in bank-
ing circles. Its President made consider-
able money in the hat business, and took
charge of, the bank, without, it is said,
sufficient knowledge of banking. The re-
sult was that its loan department was under-
siood tc be econdueted less strietly than con-
servative bankers consider necessary, with
the result of getting & rather poor line of

paper.

B:::Id-nt Packer maintains that his bank
is perfectly solvent and that it will be re-
opened for business in a few days. A great
many reasous for the failure are assigned by
bankers, who elaim to have a knowledee of
the Park National and its affairs, One of

the prine causes is said to be
the Fort Bheridan contract, which
the Park  Natiopal assumed about

&  year  ago, and which  has
caused the outlay of considerable money
upon which no money returns have been re-
ecived, Tt is also stuted that the Park Na-
tional was the victim of several large busi-
ness failures which have operated to deplete
its resourees. The first ereditor to take
action agninst the bank aftar the doors were
closed was Alfred Peats, who sued oat an
attachment for $4,100, but, as the hank was
in the hands of a United Stutes official, the
attachment was not served,
‘Gﬁ telegram from Washiogton says: The
troller of the Caorreney said that his
action in closing the Park Nationsl Bank
of Chicago was Lnd on the report of the
Bank Examiner, who has been investigating
its affairs for the past two weeks and who is
pot altogether sitisfied with the charae-
ter of its assets, It is . impossible,
the Controller says, to tell now the
extent ol the baok's failure because
of the questionable wvalue of some
of the and securities. The
papers sre of other cities, and not being
properly listed their value caonot be esti-
mated with soy reliability. It appears the
Controller says that the bank has made
large louns or doubtful securities, and that
some of the officers ot the bank have been
heavy borrowers on ifs acconnt. The bank
has & capital ot §200,000, and its deposits

A lawyer representing the direetors bad
sn interview with the Controller to-day, amd
uested all proper indulgence in their
efforts to put the bank on its feet again.
